Kenneth Rockne as _ football 

player, coach and strategist sel- 
dom has been equalled in the his- 
tory of the great American college 
sport. There have been men who 
were as able in one or the other 
of these departments of the game, 
but In the case of Rockne he was 
a star in all three of them. 

He was best Known as head 
eoach of football at Notre Dame, 
for it was in that capacity that the 
succegs of his teams brought him’ 
fame and madethe university at 
South Bend, Ind., nationally known. 

As a player, Coach Rockne was 
one of the best ends ever to repre- 
sent the University of Notre Dame 
on the gridiron. He had original 
ideas about football and when e 
became head coach wags able to put 
them into practice yehampered. 
The soundness of his system was 
attested by the consistent success 
of Notre Dame teams coached by 
him, a record of achievement that 
gave him rank with- such noted 
football leaders as Fielding H. 
Yost, Amos Alonzo Stagg, Glen Ss. 
Warner, Bob Zuppke and the late 
Percy Haughton. | 
It was seldom that Rockne- 
coached teams suffered more than 
one defeat during a season, the 
worst being in 1928 when Notre 
Dame lost four out of nine games, 
On the other side, there were sev- 
eral seasons during which the

Jobs for His Pupils, 
Coach Rockne was captain of the 
1913 team at Norte Dame, which 
went through the season undefeat- 
ed.

His father, a carriage maker, first 
came to the United States in 1893 
to exhibit at the World’s Fair at 
Chicago a product of his skill. The 
exhibit. won a medal for him and 
so delighted was he with his suc- 
cess that. he decided to remain in 
Chicago. Two months later his 
wife, son and two daughters joined 
him. 

Knute was thrown on his own 
resources before he went to high 
school. He, was self supporting 
during that period of his education 


and worked on a railroad in Illinois 
to pay his tuition at Notre Dame. 
There, 
took #ionors in chemistry and on 


as an undergraduate, he 


completing his course joined the 
faculty as an instructor in that 


subject, and later, in addition, be- 


came athletic director. 

On July 15, 1914, Mr. Rockne 
married Miss Bonnie Skiles of 
Sandusky, O. They had four chil- 
dren. 

Conducted Football Schools. 
As Rockne’s fame spread with 
the success of his teams year after 
year, he came to be recognized by 
other coaches as one of the ‘out- 


standing football strategists. His 
formations and plays have been 
copied as much as those of any 


man who ever coached footwvall. 
Rockne contributed to the develop- 
ment of football in many ways oth- 
er than as a player and coach. He 
conducted football schools’ that 
were largely attended by college 
and high school coaches; he wrote 
numerous books on the game that 
were widely circulated, and there 
was an ever-growing demand for 
him as a lecturer on the technique 
and strategy of the game. 

He not only was a player and 
teacher of fovtball, but appeared 
as a champion,of the sport, de-’ 
fending it for the benefits that ac- 
crued to those who took part in it. 

“Football,” he once said, “teaches 
a boy responsibility—responsibility 
as a representative of his college: 
responsibility to his teammates and 
responsibility in controlling his pas- 
sions, fear, hatred, jealousy and 
rashness. Football brings out the 
best there is in every one.” 

As athletic director at Notre 
Dame, Rockne built up a system 
of mass athletics and encouraged 
every student to participate. 

“If football is a good sport for 
the ‘varsity player,’ he argued, 
“why isn't it a good sport for the 
entire undergraduate body? Grant- 
ed that it is, I want every boy at 
Notre Dame who cares to kick a 
football to have some place in 
which to kick it.” 

That policy led to the formation 
of many football elevens on Notre 
Dame campus, and thete were 
teams representing at least a dozen 
dormitories that playe payers 
with each other. 

1930 Team Considered Best. 

The undefeated yarsity eleven 
generally was regarded as one of 
the best teams that Rockne hed 
put together at Notre Dame. Many 
experts rated it a better combina- 
tion than that of 1924 which had 
the famous Four Horsemen— 
Stuhldreher, Miller, Layden and 
Crowley—and one of the greatest 
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of all centérs, Adam Walsh. 
All of the Notre Dame _ tcams 


, coached by Rockne were noted for 
their speed, alertness and intelli- 
gence. These qualifications he in- 
sisted on in every individual who 
sought a place on the team, deem- 
ing them fequisite for the right 
type of youth demanded to fit the 
Rockne system. With that class 
of material to work with, he was 
able to develop secondary or sub- 
stitute players who, in -many in- 
stances were not far below the 
ability of the regulars. 

With strong secondary players, 
Coach Rockne was among the first 
to take advantage of what has be- 
come generally known in football 
as the use of “shock troops.” In 
that system the second string men 
are played at the beginning of a 
game in order to wear down the 
opposition and at an opportune 
time the regulars.are put in to 
finish the job and bring victory. 

In recent years the annual game 

between Notré*Dame and the Army 
has become one of the most attrac- 
tive features of the footfall season 
and the football classic of the year, 
especially when the Army and 
Navy teams were ngt scheduled to 
meet. The Army-Notre Dame games 
have developed the highest stand- 
ard of sportsmanship and, while 
they have been hotly contested, 
have been devoid of individual or 
team friction. 
Coach Rockne often was heard 
to remark that “they call me a 
rough neck,’ but that estimate of 
him was greatly exaggerated. He 
possessed a culture that made him 
equally at home when addressing 
a gathering of society folks as he 
was when speaking to a football 
Squad in the vernacular of -the 
game. An outstanding character- 
istic of the man was the whole- 
hearted manner in which he went 
into everything. He had ideas and 
convictions and the courage to pre- 
sent them in forceful and fearless 
language. 


In Poor Health Recently 


In 1924 it -was disclosed that 
Rockne had sérved Notre Dame 
for several years without a _ con- 
tract. During that time he reject- 
ed several offers from other instt- 
tutions, some of which carried 
salaries nearly twice as large as 
the $8500 he was receiving. That 
same year a “Notre Dame Night’”’ 
was held, which was made a na- 
tionwide testimonial to Rockne. 
It was then announced that the 
coach had signed a 10-year cOn- 
tract to remain at Notre Dame at 
an annual salary of $10,000. 

The next year a spirited contro- 
versy in football circles was pre- 
cipitated when Columbia Univer- 


sity announced that Rockne had 
Signed a three-year : contract to 
coach fotoball. While Columbia 


insisted that he actually signed the 
contract, Rockne declared that he 
had not been consulted about the 
actual appointment and that the 
agreement he signed was contin- 
gent upon his being able to obtain 
his release from Notre Dame. The 
South Bend university refused to 
grant that. ; 
In the midst of the 1929 season 
Coach Rockne was attacked with 
an infection in his legs and direct- 
ed the play of his team in several 
games, as well as his coaching 
duties, from a wheel chair. Toward 
the end of the season his condition 
became such that his physicians 
forbade him to accompany his team 
to New York for the Army game, 
the most important of Notre 
Dame's schedule. He also was in 
poor health last year and was for- 
bidden to go to the west coast to 
direct a charity game _ after the 
regular season. 

In 1926 Coach Rockne became a 
convert to the Roman Catholic 
ehurch.

RELIEF MEASURES 
~ ORDERED BY U. S.

WASHINGTON, March 31.—By 


air and water the American Gov- 
ernment tonight was sending as-

Acting together, the Red Cross 
and the War and Navy Depart- 
ments dispatched ships and air- 
planes to the devastated city bear- 
ings medical supplied and relief 
workers. Their represenfatives met 
late in the day and requested Mat- 
thew E. Hanna, American Minister 
to Nicaragua, to co-ordinate all 
American relief activities until the 
arrival of Ernest J. Swift, acting 
director of insular and foreign af- 
fairs for the Red Cross. Swift left 
tonight for Managua. - 

The onference decided that for 
the present no food would be sent. 
Available information indicated the 
first necessity was for medical sup- 
plies. The sending of food will be 
deferred until a report is received 
from Swift. The Red Cross is send- 
ing $10,000 for relief w ork. 

Speaking for the Navy, Assistant 
Secretary Jahncke said two hos- 
pital units were maintained in con- 
nection with the Marine Corps’ de- 
tachment in Managua and that 
these, if uninjured, were at the 
disposal of the Red Cross. 


Food Available at Canal Zone. 

Gen. Douglas MacArthur, Army 
Chief- of Staff, reported adequate 
food and medical supplies at the 
army bases in the Canal Zone, a 
day and a half by water and only 
a few hours by air from Mangua. 

Swift and James K. McClintock, 
vice president of the Red Cross, 
represented that organization at the 
meeting.

AMENDED RULES ON SIZE 
OF VEHICLES PASS HOUSE 


Elmer Bill Now Goes tp State Sen- 
ate; About 60 Busses Would 
Be Legalized.

JEFFERSON CITY, March 3!. 
—The House last night passed the 
Elmer bill, amending the present 
law fixing the maximum dimen- 
sions of motor vehicles which may 
be operated on public highways of 
Missouri. The principal change 
proposed is a limit of 40 feet for 
the length of a truck and trailer. 
Under the present law the maxi- 
mum length permitted for a truck 
and trailer is 60 feet. The bill 
now goes to the Senate. 

The bill fixes limits of eight feet 
in width, 12% feet in height, in- 
cluding foad, and 33 feet in length 
| for one vehicle, or 40 feet im length 
for a truck and trailer. The bill 
makes no change in the present 
width and height limits. The pres- 
ent limit for length of a single ve- 
hicle is 30 feet, and for truck a)! 
trailer 60 feet.

from 30 feet to 33 feet for a single 
vehicle would legalize about 60 mo- 
tor busses which were ordered off 
the roads by the Missouri Public 
Service Commission and Staite 
Highway Commission gevera!

M. L. Harris, Candidate for 
Mayor, Says Undesirables 
Could Be Run Out in 48 
Hours. 


The city election campaign in 
East St. Louis went into its final 
week yesterday, with speakers for 
M. L. Harris repeating their 
charges against the administration 
of Mayor Frank Doyle. At Doyle 
meetings the administration was 
defended. 

Mayor Doyle defended his act of 


accepting an advisory committee 
of seven citizens to supervise the 
‘inancial management of the citv 
which his opponents have called, 
“putting the city into a ‘receiver- 
ship.” 

“I felt that In view of the im- 
pending financial disaster which 
faced the administration when we 
took office four years ago, with 
the treasury already emptied, it 
would be proper to form such a 
cabinet to assist me. 

“The committee was non-politi- 
cal, bankers and business men, of 
outstanding reputations. They as- 
sisted me in a plan which saved 
the city from financial disaster.” 

Tells of Raising Loan. 

Doyle and other speakers point- 
ed out that after the Mayor with 
the co-operation of the committee 
had raised a loan of $105,250 to 
meet the curren’ expenses, the city 
paid the salaries and bills it owed 
and has met its current obliga- 
tions since. 

Speaking at the Waverly Thea- 
ter in East St. Louis, Harris de- 
nied, as has been charged by Doyle

KING’S PRIVATE SECRETARY 
LORD STAMFORDHAM, DIES 


England’s “Man Behind the. 


Throne,” Possessed of 
More State Secrets Than 
Any Other, Succumbs 
at 81. 


By the Associated Press. 
LONDON, March 31.—Lord 


Stamfordham, private secretary to 
King George, died today at the age 


of 81. 

Secretary to Royalty for the last 
50 years, Lord Stamfordham, .sho 
started his career in the Zula bush 
country, rose to a place unique in 
European court circles. He was 
possessed af more state secrets 
than any living man, it was said, 
acting as England's “man behind 
the throne.”’ 

For years it had been his duty to 


relieve the reigning monarch of the 


tedium of routine affairs and ad- | 
vise the ruler on matters affecting | 


procedure of state and diplomatic | 


strategies. 

He was born June 18, 1849, the 
son of a country vicar, at Stam- 
fordham in Northumberland. As 
Capt. Arthur Bigge of the Royal 
Artillery, he distinguished himself 
in the Zulu campaigns in Africa. 

Queen Victoria gave him his first 
court appointment as groom in 
waiting, and he later became 4as- 
sistant secretary, equerfry, and pri- 
vate secretary to Her Majesty. At 
the end of the Queen’s reign he 
passed into the service of the pres- 
ent King, who was then Prince of 
Wales. / 


In recognition of his valuable

services the King made him Lord 
Stamfordham in 1911. The recent 
iliness of King George threw a 
new burden on him because of the 
mass of correspondence received at 
Buckingham Palace. Later he ac- 
companied the King and Queen 
when- the King was 
from his long illness. 

Lady Stamfordham died in 1922, 
seven years after the death of their 
only son, John Neville Bigge, on 
the Western front in 1915.

The Federal Reserve Bank of 
St. Louis during 1930 discounted 
$921,410,000 in paper for its mem- 
ber banks and made a profit of 
only $1114, which required the 
transfer of $314,725 from surplus 
to meet dividend payments. The 
bank’s discount operations are its 
principaf source. of revenue. 
The annual report of John &. 
Wood, chairman of the board of 
directors, was made public yes- 
terday. It points out that the re- 
discount rate, which had renrained 
uniformly at 5 per cent after July 
19, 1928, began to fall last Feb- 
ruary and on Aug. 7 reached 3% 
per cent. The $921,410,000 dis- 
counted during 1930 " compares 
with $3,370,048,000 in 1929. 

The 1930 profit of $1114 com- 
pares with $885,884 for the pre- 
vious year. Total resources of the 
bank on the last day of the year 
decreased from $228,276,000 in 
1929 to $196,821,000 in 1930. To- 
tal cash reserves declined , from 
$125,463,000 to $113,632,000. 
Holdings of paper discounted for 
member banks decreased ‘from 
$17,938,000 to $11,301,000 and in- 
vestments in Government secur- 
ities from $29,266,000 to $26,383,- 
000, while bills bought increased 
from $9,801,000 to $10,788,000. 
Demand for currency, the re- 
port states, “was active through- 
out the year, particularly during 
the final quarter when heavy calls 
were made to fortify the cash po- 
sitions of banks in sections affect- 
ed by suspensions of financial in- 
stitutions.”

Ten 
national banks became members 
during the year and the member- 
ships of 36 were terminated, 26 by 
voluntary liquidation, eight by in-

Nine state banks and trust com- 
panies were admitted to member- 
ship, and the memberships of 10 
depositories under. state charter 
were terminated, two by voluntary 
liquidation, -one by involuntary 
liquidation, one by consolidation, 
four by conversion, and two after 
giving the required notice. 

Banks qualified to receive depos- 
its resulting from the sale of Gov- 
ernment securities numbered lil 
at the close of the year as com- 
pared with 146 at the end of 1929. 
Government deposits in these 
banks totaled 2,386,000 in 1930 
and $1,363,000 in 1929. 


Decline in Farm Prices. 


The report includes observations 
on business conditions in the dis- 
trict during 1930 and notes that 
severe drouth tended to make con- 
ditions more unfavorable than in 
other parts of the country. 

The value of farm crops in the 
district, it is pointed out, fell ap- 
proximately 43 per cent below the 
aggregate in 1929 and “consider- 
ably below the 10-year average.” 
Department store sales were 10 
per cent below those of 1929 and 
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profit margins were narrowed and 
in some cases eliminated, the re- 
port says. The decline in prices, 
it adds, was more pronounced in 
wholesale than in retail lines, 
There was a sharp decline in 
building, most marked in residen- 
tial construction. In the five prin- 
cipal cities of the district building 
permits for 1930 were ore-third 
smaller than in 1929 and 56 per

HUS was born a Treasury ac-

for their consciences. In the note 
book of his school days, George 
Washington scrawled, “Conscience 
is a spark of celestial fire.” He 
underestimated the burning qual- 
ity of that attribute of character. 
For at times it has burst into flame 
and has so seethed in man’s soul 
as to drive him to four-fold 
amends, even as it impelled one 
citizen in recent years to pay the 
Government $80,000 in compensa- 
tion for $20,000 he had withheld. 
Fear, remorse, religion are 
among the impulses that lead to 
restoration of these funds. The 
gentleman who inaugurated the 
custom of anonymous amends 
started something. The Conscience 
Fund has spread to Europe. It 
has its smaller brothers in the 
state and municipal treasuries of 
this country and in the ledgers of 
railway systems. 
The 2 cents forwarded by the 
contrite cheater to pay for use of 
a canceled stamp may seem a 
trivial item on the ledger of ac- 
counts. But those two. pennies

ever, own up in full by giving his 
name. Almost invariably he is 
anonymous and considers his con- 
science clarified when he sends the 
money order. An American in 
London “got religion” a few years 
ago and confided to the rector of 
St. Paul’s Church that he owed the 
United States $14,225.15. He gave 
the money to the clergyman. The 
latter turned it over to the Ameri- 
can Consul-General. 

A Civil War veteran took an In- 
diana pastor aside one day and 
said he wanted to make good to the 
Government. He had sorrowed for 
years because on leaving the army 
he had stolen a Government mule. 
He gave the ciergyman $200 and 
slept in peace that night. Another 
Civil War soldier mailed a contribu- 
tion to Washington, ‘‘because he 
had cheated the Government in a 
hoss and mule trade.” . Religion 
scored again in 1923 when the War 
Department received a letter from 
Minneapolis saying, “Enclosed is 
$5. Since Jesus saved my soul it 
has been on my heart. It may not 
seem much to you, but it is a lot 
to me.”’ 

With Congress quibbling about 
this appropriation and that, the 
$30,000 helped Mr. McAdoo to one 
of his few smiles of that day. 

However inspiring the examples 
of the gentleman who sent the first 
$5 to President Madison, it wasn’t 
until 1827 that the idea began to 
draw. For that was the year of 
the first donation after the $5 of 
1822. In 1827 a single citizen 
mailed $6. Business picked up, 
however, the following year with 
$70 and grew to an income of $75 
in 1829.

HE Conscience Fund looked 
7 quite worth while in 1830, when 

one donation totaled $2000. 
Thereafter, however, matters just 
lagged along, the sums running in 
three figures until 1848. That was 
the year of big disappointment. In 
all its months and weeks and days 
the mail man brought nothing. 
Still, hope costs nothing except a 
fresh page in the ledger. So they 
dated a page for 1849. And, sure 
enough, along came $100. Things 
went from better to worse to better 
until 1859 when they went bad al- 
together, the munificent sum of 
$9 being received. 

Having tried the Government’s 
patience and found Washington un- 
perturbed by its slack years, the 
fates thereafter did better by our 
Uncle Sam. Since 1859 the total 
never has fallen below $1000 ex- 
cept in 1861 and 1862 when it 
dwindled to some hundreds. In 
1913 the total was $2994. In 1914 
it reached $3103 and in 1916 came 
the record, $46,162. During Roose. 
velt’s administration the aggregate 
was $100,000. In Wilson's time the 
nation’s penitent citizens turned in 
$106,684.

Why Not Lie? 


HEN we’ sympathetically con- 
W sider the child's situation in a 

grown-up world, we must see 
what difficult tasks are required of 
him,/and how many satisfactions 
he is expected to give up in return 
for relatively few compensations. 

He is made to be punctual, clean 
and obedient. He is required to 
eat certain foods and forbidden to 
eat others. He is compelled to stop 
his play at any arbitrary moment, 
to go to bed, to come and go, to 
talk or keep still—all as grown-ups 
please that he should. On top of 
this he is expected also to tell the 
truth about whatever he does. 
Truth telling is in the first place 
a concept which is fairly unintelli- 
gible to the small child. Even aft- 
er it has become fairly understand- 
able, it does not necessarily seem 
always pleasant or desirable. 

From the child’s point of view, 
the advantages are all in favor of 
telling the truth only when it is 
convenient. If, therefore, we wish 
to train him to the necessary stand- 
ard of truthfulness, we must make 
truth-telling attractive. 
Punishment for lying is not half 
so effective as approval for telling 
the truth. 

Since the child can, and no doubt 
often does, escape punishing 
through lying, it is necessary for 
us to see that the rewards of 
truthfulness over-balance the re- 
wards of lying. 

If Johnny admits that he forgot 
to tell Aunt Mary to bring the 
children to lunch tomorrow, and

Luxus Consumption 
XCESSIVE fat is not always the 
result of excessive eating, as Dr. 
Wilder of the University of 

Chicago has pointed out. 

There are many undetermined 
factors in heredity and physiology 
which help make fat persons fat 
and keep the “skinny” ones thin. 

Of course, the source of body 
weight, fat and all other tissues is 
food. Under absolute or partial 
starvation every body will lose 
weight. But the opposite is neither 
always nor entirely true. 

There is no constant relation be- 
tween the food consumed in excess 
of the body’s needs and the amount 
of accumulated fat, as borne out by 
the very common observation that 
many persons who overeat do not 
grow fat. 

In explanation of this, there fs 
supposed to exist in the body a 
regulatory mechanism which causes 
the excess food stuffs consumed to 
be burned up. 

This regulatory process goes un- 
der the rather fanciful name of 
luxus consumption, never adequate- 
ly defined. There are no organs to 
it: it is a process rather than a ma- 


| chine. Nor must one thing of a lux- 


us consumption regulatory mechan- 
ism in terms similar to, say, @ cir- 
culatory mechanism. 

The manner in which the regula- 
tory process works is only indi- 
rectly seen in the body. e secre- 
tion of the tyroid gland and one of 
the secretions, epinephrine, of the 
adrenal glands profoundly stimu- 
late the burning up of body fuels. 
A diet rich in protein is known to 
stimulate metabolism. 

Emotional strain shrinks appe- 
tite and accelerates metabolism, 
and personal pecullarities, especial- 
ly on the emotional side, affect 
both. The fat person may be 
phlegmatic because he is fat, or 
fat because he is phlegmatic. 

But when all is said*‘and done, 
the basic fact is that those who 
wish to escape obesity should strict- 
ly Hmit their diet to the caloric 
‘needs of the body.
